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NEWS OR NOT 


Outlook for 1956-57 


The Cromwell Bloodstock Agency, of 
Lexington, last week distributed as a pub- 
lic service an 8-page, slick-paper pamphlet 
called The Economic Outlook for Thor- 
oughbred Racing and Breeding. The au- 
thor of the report is David Novick, an 
economist who lives at Santa Monica, 
Calif., and Chelsea, Vt., and who has 
had personal experiences in breeding and 
racing Thoroughbreds. 


The writer saw the horseman’s problem 
as “one of trying to break even in a 
business which has not shared equally in 
the benefits of the boom.” 

“Although total income for horsemen 
has increased, expenses have increased 
at a more rapid rate, and the growth in 
number of horses and those engaged in 
racing has resulted in only a slight up- 
ping of net return,” he said. 

Novick explained that there has been 
an increase of 12.5 per cent in the mutuel 
play in the last 10 years. Over the same 
period the gross national product has 
jumped 80 per cent and disposable per- 
sonal income 70 per cent. 

“Obviously, the horse player has been 
taking a smaller part of his available 
money to the track in recent years,” he 
said. “The reason for this probably is the 
tremendous growth in personal debt.” 

Novick cautioned against confusing the 
total pari-mutuel play with “the real dol- 
lars... taken from _ the customer’s 
pocket.” The amount of money actually 
in play is arrived at with this formula: 


Mutuel Play—Take 


= Actual Cash Used 
Races per Day 


In 1955 the formula worked out like 
this: 


$260,000,000 minus $300,000,000

= $220,000,000 


“And since about a third of the inves- 
tors are regulars ... at least that part 
of the real play returns to the market 
every racing day. If this assumption is 
correct, then the real cash on which rac- 
ing is built is something like $150—$175,- 
000,000 in wagers, plus $300,000,000 in 
take, plus admission, parking, publica- 
tions, refreshments, etc.,” he said. 

Until there is a major improvement in 
the amount of money made available to 
them, “horsemen, owners, and _ breeders 
will have to operate in an economy in 
which the averages are all posted in red 
ink ...A few will make big money, 
a few more will make some money, but 
by and large both owners and breeders 
will enjoy a negative return. ... As a 
sport, Thoroughbred racing and _ breed- 


ing will have to depend on sportsmen to 

support it.” 

Novick’s outlook for 1956-57: 

. Mutuel play will increase somewhat. 

. Purses will go up a bit along with the play. 

. Prices for yearlings sold at auction will go up 
again if the leading sales companies continue 
their highly selective sales practices. , 

. On the average, yearlings will be worth sub- 
stantially less than the cost of production. 

. Most race horses will produce net earnings 

equal to only a small fraction of the cost of 

bringing them to the races. 

General business may continue at its present 

high levels into 1957. However, the rapid rate 

of inventory accumulation, plus the increasing 

shortage and high cost of credit, make for a 

very real possibility of a sizeable break in the 

fall of 1956. The general outlook, though, 
seems to indicate that wages will rise; industrial 
prices will rise; business profits and corporate 
earnings and dividends will continue to rise; 
farm prices will be steady to lower, and farm 
income will be lower. The trend in inventories 
will be reversed due to the high cost of credit 
and a lack of further expansion in sales. The 
very liberal use of consumer credit, particularly 
for housing alread in effect, precludes any 
easy way for stimulating a lagging economy. 

. Owners and breeders will pay higher wages, 
and higher prices for purchased hay, feed, 
straw, transportation, and supplies.

Recipients of the scholarships, the first 
awarded by the Foundation, were selected 
by the schools, and selection was based on 
character, scholarship promise, and leader- 
ship. 

The scholarship program is set up so 
that, should a scholarship be terminated 
for any reason, “the school may apply the 
remainder of the grant to another deserv- 
ing student.” 

Foundation officials said they hoped to 
make the scholarships an annual award.

Fair Talk 


Pomona. Rex Ellsworth, the breeder 
and part-owner of Swaps, visited the Los 
Angeles County Fair the other day to see 
some of his horses in action and to con- 
verse a little with Turf writers about his 
mighty chestnut colt. 

“Swaps is going to be all right soon,” 
Ellsworth said. “Very soon. He should 
be breezing in 8 days. and then we are 
going to fly him to Chicago to run in the 
Hawthorne Gold Cup on October 13.” 

Ellsworth was disappointed that fans in 
the East did not get to see Swaps in the 
United Nations Handicap. “Our real 
reason for shipping to Atlantic City was to 
let folks in that part of the country see 
how really great he is. Since he didn’t 
get to run in that race, we are thinking 
seriously about starting him in the Wash- 
ington, D. C., International at Laurel on 
November 12. 

“That is a walk-up start, which gives 
imported horses all the best of it, but the 
race looks like our best chance to show 
Swaps in the East. If we follow through 
with that schedule, Swaps would return 
to California after the International, be- 
cause Meshach Tenney and I want to give 
him at least 30 days of rest before the 
opening of the winter campaign at Santa 
Anita.” 

Ellsworth explained that before the 
United Nations Handicap there was a 
definite infection in Swaps’ foot. After 
the foot was soaked, the pus pocket broke 
during the night, and the pressure was 
relieved. “When we went in to clean it 
out, we didn’t even have to cut into the 
bar, as we have always had to do before,” 
Ellsworth added. 

He said this was the first time the foot 
had been “cleaned out” since May 2, and 
on that occasion Swaps was breezing by 
May 15. “You know what he has done 
since,” Ellsworth added. 
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As for Swaps’ defeat in the Arch Ward 
Memorial Handicap at Washington Park, 
Ellsworth said it was “just one of those 
things.” 

“You could just see he wasn’t right. 
He had lost about 70 pounds .. . he just 
wasn’t feeling good . . . but he was coming 
back to his peak when we had to scratch 
him out of the United Nations Handicap.” 

Asked why he had sold half of Swaps to 
sportsman John W. Galbreath, Ellsworth 
replied: “I don’t know of anybody who 
owns a full horse in the stud. I need only 
half of him. I can get 20 foals from him 
each year, and then [’ll have an outcross 
for all the *Khaled fillies P11 have coming 
up soon.” 

Ellsworth was reminded that 2 sons 
of *Khaled, his own California Kid and 
Gen. W. W. Kratz’s Prince Khaled, may 
figure prominently in the world’s richest 
race, the Garden State, that will be run 
October 27. 

“We got an awfully tough break when 
California Kid was disqualified after win- 
ning the Washington Park Futurity. Sure. 
I saw the pictures, and you can never 
convince me that his number should have 
come down. 

“What happened was that Greek Game 
kept bearing in all the way down the 
backstretch, almost crowding us into the 
rail. On the turn he bumped us, and 
then in the stretch our colt brushed against 
Greek Game twice.” That was the way 
Ellsworth saw it. 

Ellsworth, as you may recall, also raised 
Prince Khaled for General Kratz, who now 
is protesting to the California Horse Rac- 
ing Board his own disqualification. Prince 
Khaled was moved from first to third for 
a backstretch foul in the Del Mar Futurity. 

“The colt was for sale at one time.” 
Ellsworth said, “and I showed him to 
several people who came out to my place 
wanting to buy a horse. They all passed 
up Prince Khaled, and now I understand 
you couldn’t buy him for $200,000.”

Poor Worker, Fast Runner 


Detroit. Puckety Farm’s Jaunty John 
on September 22 streaked to a 2'-length 
victory in the $10,000-added Livonia Stakes 
in a flashy 1:10, the fastest a 2-year-old 
ever had been clocked 6 furlongs at the 
Detroit Race Course. 

The colt’s burning speed sent our 
memories racing back 8 years to the days 
when another youngster, John A. Kinard’s 
Johns Joy, was launching a notable career 
at the old Fairgrounds. Now a dark bay 
son of Johns Joy wins his second stakes of 
the meeting. A month ago he had accounted 
for the $7,500 Governor’s Stakes, easily 
outrunning I Say No, which later won 
Hawthorne’s Durazna Stakes. 

After Jaunty John won so easily over 
Over the Alps, War Trouble, and the best 
of the local competition, owners Hugh and 
Harry Goff made plans to send him to New 
Jersey for next month’s Garden State 
Stakes. 

They don’t know whether he will go the 
1,4; miles—but he left no doubts of his 
ability at the shorter distances. In the 
Livonia the colt went the first quarter in 
:22, the half in :4444. 

“If Jaunty John doesn’t live up to our 
expectations,” said Harry Goff, tongue in 
cheek, “we can always make a jumper out 
of him. As a yearling he used to leap the 
5-foot stone fences at the farm with ease 
and grace.” 

The colt thrives on competition, accord- 
ing to jockey Willie Zakoor, who has 
ridden him in each of his 4 starts. Jaunty 
John has won all but one race—the Youth- 
ful Stakes at Randall Park—and he has an 
excuse for that 3-length loss to Federal 
Hill. Right after the start a flying clod 
caught the colt over the eye and stunned 
him. He ran a game second, giving 6 
pounds to the winner, and after the race 
it took 6 stiches to close the wound over 
his eye. 

“He’s a poor worker.” explained Goff, 
“because he likes to run with other horses, 
and there aren’t any around who can 
keep up after the first few strides.”

NEW YORK 
The 2 *Nasrullahs 


On Monday afternoon at Belmont Park 
Llangollen Farm’s Nashville handed 
Wheatley Stable’s Bold Ruler the first de- 
feat of his career. On the same program 
Howell E. Jackson’s Nasrina, with Double- 
dogdare the top-weighted filly in the Ex- 
perimental Handicap, won her first race 
of 1956. 

Bold Ruler had been out of action since 
June 6. when he defeated King Hairan by 
a length in the Juvenile Stakes. To that 
point he had won 5 races, convincing most 
of those who had seen him that he was 
the best of his generation. Shortly after 
the Juvenile, however, it was reported that 
Bold Ruler had injured a muscle in his 
back, and in early August, when it seemed 
that his recovery was about complete, he 
was cast in his stall and injured a hock. 
At first blush his stable thought he was 
through for the year, but he responded 
well to treatment and trainer Jim Fitz- 
simmons on September 24 put him in a 
6-furlong allowance dash down the Wid- 
ener chute. 

Bold Ruler and Ogden Phipps’ Bureau- 
cracy, both trained by Fitzsimmons, ran 
as an entry, and the public made them 
the odds-on favorites. Second choice was 
Fred W. Hooper’s Greek Game, which 
had won 4 races in Chicago and was given 
the Washington Park Futurity on the dis- 
qualification of California Kid. Nashville 
was third choice. 

Nashville was first out of the gate and 
first across the finish, and at the end he 
was drawing away from Bold Ruler, which 
was second all the way. Greek Game 
ran third for about 5 furlongs, less than a 
length away from the lead, but he flat- 
tened out in the last furlong to finish 
fifth, nearly 5 lengths behind the winner. 
The time was 1:1045 on a sloppy track, 
and the chartmaker said there was an 
“adverse crosswind.” 

Nashville had raced 3 times before 
meeting Bold Ruler. He won a maiden 
event on July 11 at Hollywood Park. 
finished second to Lucky Mel in the Star- 
let Stakes. and, after shipping to Belmont. 
defeated Calumet Farm’s highly regarded 
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Iron Liege in a 6-furlong allowance race. 
By *Nasrullah—Bonnie Beryl, by Fight- 


ing Fox, Nashville was bred by Belair 


Stud. He was foaled April 27 at A. B. 
Hancock’s Claiborne Farm, Paris, Ky.. 


and after the death of William Woodward 
Jr. last year he and the other Belair year- 
lings, along with all Belair’s racing stock 
except Nashua, was sold on sealed bid to 
John Kroese, of Teaneck, N. J. Kroese 
resold most of the stock he bought, Nash- 
ville going to Mrs. Elizabeth Lunn for 
$65,000 in a paddock sale at Hialeah 
Park. 


Back in Form 


Nasrina’s race, of course, was her best 
of the season. The *Nasrullah filly, a 
half-sister of the 1954 Maskette Handicap 
winner Ballerina, had run 6 times this 
year, and the closest she had been was 
fourth. In her last 2 races she was sixth, 
beaten nearly 8 lengths by Tournure in 
the Alabama Stakes, and fifth to Scamp- 
ering in the Gazelle Handicap. For Mon- 
day’s race, a 14'g-mile allowance event, 
she was second choice to Tournure, 

The Roman filly Special Style made the 
pace for 6 furlongs. Nasrina, sluggish 
in the early running, began to improve 
her position approaching the far turn. 
Special Style began to drop out of it on 
the bend, where Nasrina took command 
of the race, drawing off to win by 7 
lengths. Tournure, which had had only 2 
horses beaten on the turn, picked up 
speed in the straightaway to gain second 
place, but she could not gain on the 
leader. 

Nasrina last year won $152.625 to lead 
all 2-year-old fillies in point of earnings. 
She ran in 9 races, won 3 and placed in 4 
others. She won the Gardenia and Fri- 
zette Stakes. and was third in the Selima 
Stakes, from which she emerged with 
bucked shins. 

Nasrina, bred by her owner, was foaled 
February 8, 1953, at Claiborne Farm, and 
after weaning she was sent to Jackson’s 
farm in Virginia. She didn’t race until 
August at Saratoga, and it wasn’t until 
the distances began to stretch beyond a 
mile that she confirmed her essential 
class. 
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Lip-Reading 


The Tattoo and Its Uses 


The tattoo-branding of race horses wa 
instituted for the purpose of confirming thé 
identity of horses on the race track. Ij 
recent years, however, The Jockey Cluj 
has asked breeders to give the lip-tatto 
reading, along with other identifyin 
marks, of mares whose foals are being 
registered. The number sometimes is noi 
legible to untrained eyes—a consideration 
which led the Thoroughbred Club oj 
America to invite Edmund P. Coffey, 
identification expert for the Thorough 
bred Racing Protective Bureau, to discuss 
the lip-tattoo at its meeting of September 
15. Accompanying is the text of his 
address. 


In the course of answering a series oj 
questions Coffey said that the tattoo brand, 
even when it appeared quite illegible to the 
eye, would show up clearly when photo. 
graphed with a red filter or a special red. 
sensitive film. 


The Thoroughbred Racing Association 
has required the tattoo branding of all 
horses at its member tracks for over 
8 years. Prior to 1946, when TRA set 
up the Thoroughbred Racing Protective 
Bureau, the running of ringers consti: 
tuted a most serious threat to the integrity 
of racing. One of the mandates TRA 
gave TRPB at the outset was to clean up 
the ringer problem. In the year 1946 
we investigated and uncovered 22 
stances where horses were fraudulently 
run under false identities. As a result 
of investigating these ringer cases, we de. 
cided that the ringer problem could only 
be completely solved by a better horse 
identification system. TRPB dug in and 
conquered the ringer problem with tattoo 
branding. Today ringers are no longer 
a problem. This program alone has been 
one of the most constructive in horse iden- 
tification since the establishment of the 
Stud Book. 

The tattoo branding system was de 
signed for racing, particularly for identify- 
ing horses correctly in the paddock. As 
such, it has served its purpose well, and 
there is no need, from the standpoint of 
racing, for substituting or adding to it 
the system of night-eye identification. 

The breeders’ problems in attempting 
to use the tattoo-branding system for 
their purposes undoubtedly differ from 
the needs of the race tracks, where we 
identify horses in the paddock. For in- 
stance, we tattoo-brand the horse as 4 
2-year-old when it comes up for its first 
racing effort. Having been handled, brok- 
en, and trained, the animal is easily brand- 
ed without giving any trouble. The 
breeders probably would need to have

their foals branded almost immediately 
after they were dropped. So far this 
has not been found practical — not be- 
cause of any difficulty in the tattooing 
technique itself, but because the foals at 
that stage make a terrific fuss. Experi- 
ment in this connection, conducted by the 
TRPB, was suspended when it became 
obvious that the young foals would con- 
tinue their fight against the branding until 
they were seriously injured. If the breed- 
ers desire it, it is not at all unlikely that 
this difficulty could be overcome; for in- 
stance, veterinarians might be able to 
recommend sedative treatment and_ the 
young foals properly branded under a 
mild anesthesia. TRPB has not gone fur- 
ther with this experiment so far because 
its special interest has been the identi- 
fication of the horse in training, and this 
has been successfully accomplished. 


Skills in Reading 


The second problem that the breeder 
apparently runs into when he attempts to 
utilize the tattoo brand is the fact that he 
is unskilled in reading it. At our race 
tracks we have professional identifiers 
whose know-how includes the proper 
reading of the tattoo brand. For instance, 
The Jockey Club foal certificate may 
have as a serial number 526453. When 
TRPB brands this horse it does not use 
the first 2 digits, 52, which is the year 
of foaling. We substitute the letter H, 
followed by 6453. All our horse identi- 
fiers know this, of course, and read the 
brand accordingly. It is not unusual for 
an uninstructed person to try to read 
that H as a single digit, and if he has 
the certificate before him, to desperately 
try to get out of that H a 5 and 2. An- 
other difficulty that confuses the inex- 
perienced is the fact that some horses 
have a very dark lip and the reading of 
the outline of the brand against the 
nearly black lip often requires profession- 
al skill. Occasionally a letter or a digit 
in the brand is damaged, caused by the 
tossing of a heady horse while the brand 
is being applied. The professional iden- 
tifier, well acquainted with the figure 
forms which we use, is aware of the pos- 
sibility of a damaged digit. Imperfec- 
tions in a few brands might cause the 
breeder difficulty in reading it, but to the 
professional horse identifier the very 
presence of these imperfections makes the 
brand more individualistic. 

We recently sent to all breeders a chart 
which depicts the forms of all our tattoo 
figures. This chart should help you con- 
siderably in reading tattoo-brands. 

Some breeders have said there was an- 
other difficulty — namely, that some tat- 
too brands fade. In racing we have had 
no difficulty with any general fading of 
the brands. TRPB runs research checks 
twice a year on the brands of horses in 
racing and has established that they stand 
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up adequately. TRPB has had no occa- 
sion te continue such experimental checks 
with older mares on the breeding farms. 

Another problem on the breeding farm 
is that many mares and some stallions 
are unraced, and therefore, never have 
been tattoo-branded. 


Proved in Disaster 


It is difficult to understand the criti- 
cisms which are sometimes made of the 
tattoo system in view of the success 
which has been attained with it. Con- 
vincing proof of the superiority of the 
tattoo-brand method over all other meth- 
ods of horse identification was shown 
after disastrous fires at Waterford Downs 
race track in 1952 and Tropical Park in 
1956. During the fires a great number 
of horses were turned loose. Hundreds of 
horses were scattered all around, were 
rounded up throughout the night. The 
tattoo brand was the only means of rapid- 
ly identifying these horses so they could 
be promptly returned to their owners. 

It has been said, “It might be a simple 
matter for a person who wanted to run a 
ringer and win a tremendous bet to ac- 
quire a few solid bay 3-year-old colts, or 
whatever you please, without any particu- 
lar marking on them, and out of that 
number he may get a good one and a 
bad one, or different grades. He could 
send the good one to the track, have him 
identified with a tattoo mark and keep 
the others home. Then he could tattoo 
that same number on a horse that isn’t 
sc good. He could then interchange them 
as frequently as he pleases, whenever he 
changed locations if the tattoo was the 
only thing they would look at. The iden- 
tifier would look at the number and think 
it was the same horse.” 


Forgery “Would Be Detected” 


One thing that is hard to accept is that 
a tattoo cannot be altered or counterfeit- 
ed. They can counterfeit a dollar bill or 
a 20-dollar bill, which is a very intricate 
piece of art work. Why can’t a person 


counterfeit a letter that has only about 100 
or so dots in it? 

This, of course, is theoretically possible. 
We all know that anything can be forged 
or imitated. The reasoning, however, is 
faulty. The most difficult forgery to ac- 
complish in horse identification would be 
that made in the flesh of a horse, involv- 
ing the changing or matching of 5 dies 
with 1200 points of identity on a tattoo 
brand. And always remember that the: 
TRPB has recorded photographically the 
legitimate brand which it placed on the 
horse. The false brand would be de- 
tected. 


Far simpler would be the forgery of the 
papers recording the pedigree, the marks, 
and the night-eyes of the horse. 

This fact completely explodes the aca- 
demic theory of the danger of forging 
tattoo brands, and brings the problem of 
identification back to a realistic one. The 
present system of horse identification used 
at TRA tracks, which consists of checking 
the name, pedigree, sex, age, color, and 
description of markings as recorded on 
The Jockey Club certificate, plus the 
tattoo brand, is quite adequate when car- 
ried out exactly. This exactness appears 
to be one point which is causing the 
breeders annoyance. TRPB tattoo tech- 
nicians are under explicit instructions to 
ascertain that the horse presented exactly 
fits the description required on The 
Jockey Club certificate before they may 
tattoo the Thoroughbred. In doing this, 
TRPB is not only serving its own needs 
for positive identification at the race 
track —it also is rendering a most val- 
uable service in safeguarding the integrity 
of the Stud Book. If we relax our vig- 
ilance in this respect, we open the door 
to chaos and fraud. TRA does not intend 
to permit this—nor would The Jockey 
Club permit it. 


New Color Guides 


The problem of the correction of The 
Jockey Club certificate generally involves 
one of 3 factors: (1) A marking is re- 
ported in error by the breeder; for in- 
stance, a white coronet on the right fore 
leg may be erroneously reported as being 
on the left fore leg. (2) Changes in color 
or markings occur between the time of 
initial registration and the time the horse 
is presented for racing. (3) Certain bor- 
derline cases, which because of the lack 
oi clear-cut separation in the definitions, 
sometimes result in 2 professional identi- 
fiers disagreeing, as for instance between 
a small blaze or a star and large stripe. 
In addition, we sometimes find that a 
breeder will complain, and yet not have 
his facts correct; he will say it is a very 
minor difference, when a recheck will 
show the discrepancy to be a major one. 

On August 18 of this year, The Jockey

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The Thoroughbred Club Dinner 


As the guest of honor for its 25th an- 
nual testimonial dinner the Thoroughbred 
Club of America has named John Daniel 
Hertz. prominent in racing and breeding 
for 3 decades. distinguished as one of the 
wisest and kindliest of the “elder states- 
men” of the sport. The dinner in his 
honor will be at Keeneland Race Course, 
Lexington. on the evening of Thursday. 
October 18. 

Mr. Hertz probably will deliver an ad- 
dress on some phase of Thoroughbred 
racing in the United States. as the hon- 
ored guest ordinarily is expected to do. 
Whatever he has to say will be drawn 
frem rich and rewarding experience. 

Hertz settled in Chicago as a 5-year-old 
immigrant from that part of Austria which 
now is Czechoslovakia, where he was born 
April 10, 1879. His early years were a 
struggle for existence, and he was “fired” 
from his first regular job, as office boy 
for the old Chicago Record, because the 
managing editor thought him too frail and 
sickly to risk his health in continued in- 
door work. Hertz became a reporter for 
the Record, took lessons in boxing, be- 
came an amateur fighter, eventually won 
a medal in featherweight competition at 
the Chicago Athletic Association. Later 
he was a manager for fighters; the best 
of those he handled was Benny Yanger., 
“the Tipton Slasher.” 

His first association with racing was at 
the old Roby track, just over the line in 
Indiana, where he “picked up a few dol- 
lars every afternoon passing out saddle- 
cloths to the jockeys,” and where he be- 
came a friend of Frank Hackett, Roy Car- 
ruthers, J. O. Keene, and G. H. Keene. 
The friendship with these 4 men was 
largely responsible for his interest in rac- 
ing. In 1921, it was Carruthers, then 
manager of the Waldorf-Astoria Hotel in 
New York, whose suggestion led Mr. and 
Mrs. Hertz to buy a racing stable which 
had been offered for sale. In 1923 it was 
Jack Keene who went to England with 
Hertz when the latter bought the 6-year- 
old mare *La Dauphine, dam of the sta- 
ble’s first successful runner, Anita Pea- 
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Joun D. Hertz 


body, by Keene’s stallion Luke McLuke. 

The racing and breeding interests of 
the family always have been in the name 
of Mrs. Hertz (Frances Kesner), but in 
effect she and her husband have shared 
equally the planning, the honors, and the 
sentiment. Their planning led them to 
consign Anita Peabody to the Saratoga 
yearling sales of 1926. The sentiment 
which led them to buy her in for $11.000 
was responsible for most of their later 
successes in racing and breeding. 

In the summer of 1927 Hertz bought 
Reigh Count for $12,500 because. he says. 
he had seen the colt try to savage one 
of his opponents in the stretch. (“I always 
liked a fighter.”) Anita Peabody and 
Reigh Count finished first and second in 
the 1927 Futurity, and Reigh Count later 
proved himself the best of an outstanding 
group of 3-year-olds. The Hertzes have 
bred a total of 49 stakes winners, includ- 
ing 12 $100,000 winners, and all but a 
few of them are descended from one or 
both of their first 2 good runners. 

Anita Peabody died early, and left only 
3 living foals. Reigh Count, after failing 
to win the Ascot Gold Cup of 1929, was 


retired to the Hertzes’ Leona Stock Farm 
at Cary, Ill. Later he was moved to 
Claiborne Farm at Paris, Ky., and in 1939 
Mrs. Hertz bought and developed Stoner 
Creek Farm, just across the creek from 
Claiborne. In Reigh Count’s first crop 
of foals raised at the new farm was 
Count Fleet, champion of his generation. 

Count Fleet failed to impress the horse- 
men who could have bought him for 
$4,700 as a yearling, and he remained 
to become the last outstanding horse to 
carry the Hertz colors. In recent years 
Mrs. Hertz has bred for the market; this 
year a *Nasrullah colt from her consign- 


ment topped the Keeneland sales at 
$80,000. 

In 1937 Mr. and Mrs. Hertz established 
Amarillo Farm in the suburbs of Los 


Angeles and made it into one of the best 
equipped stud farms in California. The 
place was sold early last year to be sub- 
divided, but Mr. and Mrs. Hertz retained 
their residence and a small part of the 


land. 


Hertz’s rise to the stature of a giant 
among American business men began 
about 1915, the year in which he founded 
the Yellow Cab Company. He originated 
the Hertz Rent-a-Car System which now 
is reported to be the biggest truck and 
automobile carrier in the world. In the 
1920’s_ he founded bus transportation 
companies in Chicago and St. Louis and 
merged Chicago and New York companies 
in the Omnibus Corporation of America. 
There were dozens of other business con- 
nections, notably in aircraft, oil, and mo- 
tion pictures (Paramount), but most of 
these have been laid aside, and John 
Hertz may be identified now as a partner 
in the investment banking firm of Lehman 
Brothers and as a director of the Breeders’ 
Sales Company. 

One of John Hertz’s outstanding ser- 
vices to racing was in 1929, the year he 
sold his Yellow Cab holdings. In that 
year he was one of the leaders in the 
group which bought Arlington Park. His 
longtime friend Roy Carruthers was made 
general manager. Hertz and the others 
in the group got back their original in- 
vestment, without profit and without in- 
terest. when the track was sold; their sat- 
isfaction was in having saved the track 
as a center of high-class racing.

Club adopted a resolution that because 
of a great deal of “confusion in many 
instances in distinguishing between dark 
bay and brown when determining the 
color of a horse for identification . . . it 
was agreed to add the term ‘dark bay or 
brown’ to the color guide of the registra- 
tion department to describe all such ani- 
mals whose color is marginal between 
dark bay and brown.” 
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This ruling should clear up a lot of 
color difficulty which has been causing 
numerous corrections in foal certificates. 

TRPB is quite willing to arbitrate any 
dispute with a breeder or an owner con- 
cerning color or markings. Instructions 
have been issued to the tattoo crews that 
where an owner, trainer, or breeder con- 
tests the rejection of his certificate, the 
question be immediately submitted to the 
stewards at the track where the tattoo 
crew is working and the decision of the 


stewards in the matter will be accepted 
by TRPB as final. 

Tattoo-branding is done without cost 
to the horseman; all expenses, which 
since 1947 have totaled over $290,000, 
are borne by TRA. In this time over 
57.600 Thoroughbreds have been branded. 
Thus, there has been developed a system 
that provides an efficient, simple, low- 
cost procedure for the positive identifica- 
tion of race horses at the tracks.

The poorest race of Missile’s 1l-race career before 
the Babylon Handicap was in the Sanford Stakes at 
Saratoga on August 25, when he finished 11th, 14 
lengths behind *Thin Ice. In 10 other events, 
usually against some of the best 2-year-olds in the 
East, he had won 4, including Delaware Park’s 
Dover Stakes, and only once was as bad off as 
fifth. For the Babylon the players liked Beau- 
guerre, winner of the Bay State Kindergarten and 
Narragansett Nursery Stakes and second to Encore 
in the Great American Stakes. Mister Jive, which 
had won stakes at Woodbine and Fort Erie and 
in his last start had won a division of the Youthful 
Stakes at Randall Park, was second choice. 

Missile, overlooked in the wagering, went off at 
nearly 12-1. He hustled to a lead at the start, show- 
ed the way to Mister Jive into the stretch, and 
slowly built up his lead to a half-length at the 
finish. Another half-length back was *Thin Ice, 
which had run second to the winner for the first 
half-mile. 

John A. Morris bought Missile for $11,000 from 
the Crown Crest Farm consignment to the 1955 
summer sale. The colt is the first foal of the 
winner Inajiffy, a half-sister to the stakes winners 
Detective and Albatross. His pedigree and family 
particulars were in The Blood-Horse of July 7, page 
28.

The format for the Beldame Handicap was 
established in 1940 (with one exception before that 
time the event had been run at 5 furlongs for 
2-year-old fillies), and in the last 16 years its 
winners have numbered among the best of the 
modern race mares—e. g. Fairy Chant, Vagrancy, 
Next Move, Real Delight, Parlo. Into this com- 
pany last week went Mrs. Vernon G. Cardy’s 
Levee, winner this year of the Monmouth Oaks 
and the Coaching Club American Oaks. 

Opposed to Levee in the Beldame were 13 of 
the best fillies and mares in training. The bettors 
liked the Calumet Farm entry of Miz Clementine, 
winner of the New Castle and Vagrancy Handicaps, 
and Amoret, the Beverly Handicap winner. Shar- 
ing second preference were Searching and Blue 
Sparkler, each of which had won 3 major stakes 
this season. 

Ovie Scurlock put Blue Sparkler on the pace, 
and Parlo dropped into place close behind. The 
leader turned 6 furlongs in 1:10%, at which point 
Parlo began to show a little wear. Levee was in 
fourth place, about 5% lengths behind Blue 
Sparkler. Levee got to the leader on the turn, and 


turning into the stretch she had a_ half-length 
advantage. Blue Sparkler began to lose ground, 
but Amoret, picking her way between horses, and 
Searching, coming up fast on the outside, threw 
down the challenge. Their bids were too late, 
however, and the 3-year-old Levee prevailed by a 
half-length. Miz Clementine, never a serious factor, 
finished 11th, and jockey Eddie Arcaro said the 
mare had tried to bear out all the way. 

Levee, bred by Claiborne Farm, Paris, Ky., 
early last year was traded to Mrs. Cardy with 2 
other fillies for the good English race mare 
*Kerkeb. For Mrs. Cardy last year Levee won - 
the Selima Stakes. In addition to her stakes 
successes this season, she had been second in the 
Delaware Oaks and third in the Prioress, Acorn, 
Test, and Alabama Stakes.

Moolah Bux, which had been acquired at a 
Belmont Park paddock sale for $1,500 on June 9, 
1955, by trainer Hurst Philpot, was an even-money 
favorite for the Governor’s Handicap. In his last 
10 starts, all at 6 furlongs, he had won only one 
race, but had been timed in better than 1:10 in 7 
of them. In 5 straight races at Hollywood, only 
one of which he won, he had been clocked in 
1:09%5. Beau Busher, whose every start since 
February had been for more than a mile, was 
second choice at 3-1. 

Moolah Bux, showing his usual early speed 
around the sharp turns, led by 3 lengths after a 
half-mile, but he gave way readily when challenged 
by Beau Busher in the stretch. Beau Busher won 
by 2 lengths, completing the Pomona course (60 
feet less than 6 furlongs) in 1:104%, one-fifth of a 
second slower than the track record set in 1954 by 
Ara Time. 

Beau Busher was foaled April 3, 1952, at Dr. 
Charles Hagyard’s farm, Lexington, where Philip

Down to Earth 


KNOW YOUR HORSE, by Lt. Col. W. 
S. Codrington, T. D., M. R. C. V. S. Cow- 
ard-McCann, New York. $5. 


Coward-McCann has published the first 
American edition of Colonel Codrington’s 
elementary treatise on the care of the 
horse and the detection and treatment 
of various ailments and manifestations of 
unsoundness. The author has put his 
comments into the simplest terms, with 
numerous illustrations, for the benefit of 
a generation which has come to rely upon 
the veterinarian for nearly everything. The 
terminology. of course. is English, and the 
American reader will have to remember 
that corn is oats, a swamped back is a 
sway back, a tendon is ruptured rather 
than bowed, etc. 

Colonel Codrington offers home remedies 
for many difficulties. In discussing punc- 
tures of the sole of the foot he suggests a 
treatment which appears unlikely to gain 
the approval of American veterinarians: 

“Having opened and explored the punc- 
ture, the foot should be soaked in a bucket 
of water, to which a handful of salt is 
added, for about half an hour. The next 
step is to apply a poultice and the material 
I have found most efficacious is brewer's 
yeast. The sole is packed with this yeast 
(do not heat) and the foot is wrapped in 
some mackintosh material, to assist the 
drawing action, and then covered with a 
strong sack to prevent damage to the mack- 
intosh. Yeast is not only a_ powerful 
drawing agent, but gives off gases which 
are lethal to infection. When using 
brewer’s yeast antiseptics should not be 
used as they will destroy the active fungus 
of the yeast... .” 

Know Your Horse is not especially con- 
cerned with the Thoroughbred but there 
is an obiter dictum for breeders: “It is 
a great mistake to mate a sprinter mare 
to a staying sire or vice versa. The result 
is a failure more often than not.” The 
result of any kind of mating is a failure 
more often than not; Colonel Codrington’s 
assertion that a sprinter-stayer mating is 

a great mistake” is a conclusion reached 
by jumping. 

Even if it has to be taken with a grain 
of salt, Know Your Horse is a valuable 
addition to the library of the relatively in- 
experienced horseman. It is the sort of 
down-to-earth commentary which in recent 
years has been submitted only rarely to 
the American reader. 


French Dams of Winners 


MERES DE GAGANANTS EN 
FRANCE, 1941-1955, by G. C. Sale and M. 


R. Ross. British Bloodstock Agency, Lon-

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Following the style established by Major 
H. E. Keylock in the British Dams of 
Winners, Count Francois de Brignac pub- 
lished in 1942 a similar compilation 
accounting for the winning offspring of 
mares in France. The edition was soon out 
of print, and no further effort was made 
in Paris to bring the work up to date. 
Compilation and publication of a sequel 
was left to the offices of the British Blood- 
stock Agency in London. 


The new work, for which de Brignac 
has written an appreciative introduction, is 
limited to the 15-year period beginning 
with 1941. It accounts for flat races, 
hurdle races. and steeplechases won in 
France and abroad, but gives the first- 
money values of only the races won in 
France. These values are not particularly 
useful unless one takes account of the 
changing times: in 1941 the average distri- 
bution per runner in France was 28,232 
francs; in 1955, 371,188 francs.

*Easton). which ran on gamely to gain 
the decision by a head. Three days later 
the previously untried Milrula (*Nas- 
rullah—*Miliana, by Victrix) turned in 
an impressive performance, beating the 
Aga Khan’s Nanavati (Nearco—*Dodoma, 
by Dastur) by a short neck in a 5-furlong 
test for maidens. Nanavati had been 
second 4 times in 6 previous starts, notably 
in Deauville’s Prix de la Valle d’Auge, in 
which Beactive was unplaced. 


Other promising 2-year-old winners were 
Little Pan (Pan—Philateliste, by Rodos- 
to), which got his second win in a race 
at 7 furlongs, and Altana’s sister Arbencia 
(Arbar—Palencia, by Pharis), which made 
her first appearance at Le Tremblay 
September 7 and won with authority. 

The most important race in the first 
half of the month was the 1 7/16-mile 
Prix Henri Foy at Longchamp September 
9. Martin Calmann’s 4-year-old Fric (Van- 
dale—Fripe, by Mehemet Ali). winner of 
the Prix d’Ispahan, got the better of the 
good 3-year-old Master Boing (Medium— 
Madelon, by Trollius) in the straight and 
beat him by 2 lengths. * 

On the eve of that race the newly estab- 
lished yearling sales at Maisons-Laffitte 
met with success, 55 head selling for an 
average of 1,723,000 francs ($4,923). 


Liebeslied, Ribot, Alipio 


Germany’s leading 3-year-old filly, 
Liebeslied (Ticino—Liebesgoettin, by 
Tourbillon) appears to have regained her 
best form after finishing unplaced in the 
German Derby and third in the Grosser 
Preis von Nordrhein-Westfalen. After 
those setbacks she won over good colts 
at Horst-Emschen, and on September 9 
she was first by 8 lengths in the 114-mile 
Deutscher Stutenpreis at Muelheim-Ruhr. 
Second and third were Nadia and Vogel- 
warte, which had occupied the same places 
at the finish of the Preis der Diana. 

In Italy the unbeaten 4year-old Ribot 
made a beautiful display in his final trial 
for the Prix de Arc de Triomphe, win- 
ning the 9-furlong Premio del Piazzale at 
Milan September 9 by 8 lengths nel suo 
inconfondibile stile entusiasmante. Second 
was the 1956 Italian Two Thousand 
Guineas winner Magabit (Tornado— 
Maestosa, by Navarro). 

A few days earlier Ribot’s best 3-year- 
old stablemate, Tissot, had suffered a 4-

length defeat by the unbeaten 3-year-old 
Alipio (Verso II—Alberta, by Nakamuro) 
in the 114-mile Premio Basana. Tissot 
was conceding the winner 4 pounds. In 
his last previous race, the 114-mile Premio 
Estate early in July, Alipio had beaten 
Magabit by 5 lengths. 

In Sweden the 114-mile Stockholm Cup 
fell to the Oslo Cup winner Norse (Pappa- 
geno II—Orsova, by Bakhtawar) in a very 
close finish. The German 5-year-old Mio 
(Orator—Mitternacht, by Wallenstein), 
beaten a neck for first money, had only a 
short-head advantage over Clarke (Hart- 
lake—Claridge, by Desiderio), which had 
been fifth in the Oslo Cup. 


Cambremer’s St. Leger 


Ordinarily the St. Leger. last of the 
English classics for 3-year-olds, brings to- 
gether some of the major classic winners 
of the earlier part of the season. This 
year’s running had only one, the Irish 
Derby winner Talgo, and the favorite at 


3 to 1 was the French colt Pont Levis, 


winner of the Prix Kergorlay at Deau- 
ville. Pont Levis and Court Command 
led the way, making only a moderate pace. 
and were 6 lengths ahead of the others 
as they reached the straight. There they 
faded quickly and Talgo struck to the 
front, followed by Hornbeam, High Veldt, 
and French Beige. Talgo soon dropped 
back, but as soon as Hornbeam reached 
the lead he was under attack by Cam- 
bremer, which gained the lead a furlong 
out and won by three-quarters of a length.

Cambremer, bred at the Strassburger 
stud in France, has an English sire and 
French dam.

Tomorrow, foaled in 1939, went to the 
U. S. as a yearling and returned to 
France in 1945, after the war. She had 
produced 2 previous winners, Antler and 
De Grasse. Her granddam, Coquelourde, 
by Rabelais out of the 1910 Prix Lupin 
winner Coquille, is the great-granddam 
of Sir Winston Churchill’s Colonist II. 

Cambremer’s victory completed a 
French sweep of the longer English clas- 
sics, Lavandin having won the Derby 
and Sicarelle the Oaks. 


Red God’s Narrow Loss 


In the 21%4-mile Doncaster the 
easy winner, by 6 lengths, was_ the 
Queen’s 3-year-old Atlas (Djebel—Young 
Entry, by Foxhunter), which took the 
lead 500 yards out to beat the favored 
Borghetto. The Big Game 4-year-old 
Rally was third, and By Thunder! was 
among the unplaced. Last year’s winner 
of this race, Entente Cordiale, was also 
a son of Djebel. Another Djebel colt, 
the versatile Hugh Lupus (out of Sa 
kountala, by *Goya IL), defeated a good 
field of milers in the Scarborough Stakes. 

Most important 2-year-old test of the 
Doncaster meeting was the  6-furlong 
Champagne Stakes, in which H. F. Gug- 
genheim’s American-bred Red God (*Nas- 
rullah—Spring Run, by Menow) was the 
favorite over 2 other good colts and the 
outsider Facsimile. The Gimcrack Stakes 
winner Eudaemon (Pardal—Queen Elec- 
tra, by Big Game) made the early pace, 
with the others pressing him closely. He 
was passed by Red God about 300 yards 
from the finish, but rallied gamely and 
took the decision by a head. Military 
Law (Court Martial—The Blues, by Blue 
Skies) was third, only a neck farther 
back.

Yearlings at Garden State
